INFANTRY OF CALIFORNIA GUARD DIVISION

ASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE TIMES, April 26.—California National Guard or- 
ganizations are being broken up by rush orders from the War Department and the in- 
fantry companies are béing rushed to France ahead of all other units in the division. 
‘This disorganization of regiments and guard divisions is deliberately done in the inter- 
est of speed, and; it is believed here, that the guard will never be reorganized in fighting 
service as it has been in training since mustered into Federal service. 
Infantry is the cry from the other side and men with the rifles and the determination 
to go over the top will be shot over as fast as ships can take them aboard. Artillery and 
other units now found in every guard division will be sent over latet and will be used 
where they will be of most service regardless of the present line-up. : 
While this is true of the guard it is also true of the National Army and the men in

LONDON, April 26.—According to 
an official narrative, issued by the 
Admiralty on the Zeebrugge raid, 
nothing but a change in the wind 
prevented the success of the opera- 
tion at Ostend. The Sirius and Bril- 
Mant were already past the Stroom 
bank bureau when the wind changed, 
revealing the arrangement of the 
fleet to the enemy, who with gun- 
fire extinguished the flares which the 
British had lighted under cover of 
the smoke cloud. 

The Sirius was already in a sink- 
ing condition when two ships, hav- 
ing failed to find the entrance, were 
forced tn sink themselves about 400 
yards east of the pier. Motor 
launches took off their crews. The 
difficulty Onder which the operations 
were carried out may be gauged from 
the fact that the enemy batteries 
from Zeebrugge to Ostend num- 
bered fully 120 guns, able to concen- 
trate their fire during daylight on 
retiring ships to a distance of six- 
teen miles.

From latest reports two old cruis- 
ere are lying across the Zeebrugge 
channel in a “V"”’ position, and it {is 
believed the canal effectively 
blocked.

Order Issues as Soon as Busi- 
ness Can Stand It. 


Shipping Board and Emer- 
gency Fleet Needs First. 


Pleasure Car Building Hard 
_ Hit by New Prospect. 


(BY DIRECT DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, April 26.—Steel for 
Persons, firms or corporations not 
engaged in war work will be im- 
possible to obtain soon. As soon as 
the great industries can adjust them- 
selves to the drastic revolutionary 
step, a formal order now signed by 
the Wer Industries Board will be 
made public. It is in the hands of 
Chairman Replogle of the Stee! Pro- 
duction Committee of the War In- 
dustries Board, and is being held in 
abeyance simply to permit all of 
the great concerns to make the ad- 
jJustment 

After a conference with Presi- 
dent Wilson, Chairman Baruch of 
the War Industries Board several 
days ago, at the request of Charles 
M. Schwab, decided that steel could 
only be supplied to the war indus- 
tries and in this order: 

First—Ships for Shipping Board 
and Emergency Fieet Corporation. 

Second—Navy. 

Third——Army. 

Fourth—Railroad Administrafion 
for cars, locomotives and rails. 

After that come the miscellaneous 
needs of the factories associated 
with more or less direct necessit'ss 
of war. 

This means that steel for building 
purposes, pleasure cars and all sorts 
of normal requirements will be un- 
findable until the war is over, unless 
the War Industries Board certifies 
that the steel] is used for war pur- 
Poses. 


Pleasure cars will be hard hit. 
Some time ago the automobile mak- 
ers voluntarily agreed to reduce the 
production to 70 per cent. of normal, 
and now, with the new order of 
steel about to go into force, they 


for the rest of the year down to 25 
per cent. of normal and only use 
the steel now on hand. 

So drastic are the necessities 
confronting the stee] makers that no 
building steel or other material of 
fron or steel will be furnished un- 
less it is specifically approved and 
strictly for war purposes. This 
means that all large building of the 
sort that seems needed in every com- 
munity even in depressed times, will 
have to be postponed until after the 
war is over. 

Tractors and agricultural imple- 
ments, if shown to be absolutely 
necessary to increase food produc- 
tion, for war needs, may secure 
steel, but not otherwise. 


MARQUIS ARRESTED 
AS SPY BY FRENCH. 


ACCUSED OF SEILIING sSURMA- 
RINE PDANS STOLEN FROM 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

PARIS, April 26.—The arrest 
Monday on an espionage charge of 
the Marquis de Arquevilly, a Span- 
ish subject, has resulted in the pub- 
Heation of many details of his re- 
markable career. 

This morning’s newspapers tell 
how the Marquis, after having 
worked as an engineer for the 
Krupps for eleven years, made a 
fortune of 4,000,000 francs in com- 
missions on the sales of submarines 
bullt on plans furnished by him. 

The Marquis, according to these 
accounts, returned to France at the 
outset of the war, got himself nat- 
uralized within twenty-four hours 
and was incorporated into the army, 
where he obtained two promotions. 

The newspapers now declare that 
the submarine plans which he took 
to the Krupps were stolen from the 
French Ministry of Marine. M. 
Laubeuf, the engineer who drew the 
plans, tells the Petit Parisien that 
they were stolen, but he makes no 
direct charge against the Marauis. 

The first submarines produced by 
the Krupps, it is alleged, were rec- 
ognized as copies of the French sub- 
marine Aigrette. 

The Marquis says he accepted of- 
fers made to him by the Krupps 
only after he had offered his serv- 
fees to both France and England, 
and that he built four submarines 
for Russia fore working for the 
Krupp firm. He denied that he 
stole the plans of the Aigrette.

TRY TO ROLL US UP. 

The latest reports from the 
scene of the battle are that the 
Germans are attacking a line 
from La Clytte to the Ypres- 
Comines canal. La Clytte is 
about a mile and a half north 
of Kemmel Hill and is six and 
a half miles west of the Ypres- 
Comines canal, which runs al- 
most due south from Ypres. 

The evident purpose of this 
-attack is to roll up the Allied 
positions south of Ypres and 
force a retirement’ from that 
war-tortured town. The posi- 
tion of the Germans is such 
that only the sternest defense 
‘will avail to check their threat- 
‘ening advance. 

At other points along the bat- 
tle line the Germans have made 
no important gains.

Investigatorg in the District At- 
torney’s office will question on Mon- 
day seven young girls ranging in age 
from 5 to ligyears, concerning their 
knowledge of the practices of Dr. 


(oman Zar-Adusht Hanish,_ al- 
leged disseminator of Persian fire 
originator of the 


theology and 
Mazdaznan cult, now a fugitive from 
Justice on a statutory charge in- 
volving a 13-year-old boy. 

The parents of these young girls 
are followers of the “doctor's” 
religious doctrines. Some difficulty 
has been encountered by the District 
Attorney, it is said, in locating the 
young women and in gaining the 
consent of their parents for them to 
testify against the Persian. 

Instead of having arrived at the 
hoary age of 75 as was alleged, Dr. 
Hanish is declared not fo be olde! 
than 456. According to the District 
Attorney's office R. BE. Hanish, the 
father of the prophet, is a vocal and 
Piano teacher @eing business under 
the name of Prof. Richards. He 
now resides, it is said, on Griffin 
avenue. 

Among those named in the in- 
vestigation, are A. J. Gault of No. 
$10 Third avenue and about fifteen 
others who are said to have knowl- 
edge of the prophet's habits. 

No inkling was received yester- 
day concerning the whereabouts of 
Dr. Hanish, other than that he left 
town sometime ago when he scented 
possible trouble over the alleged 


luring of a young »boy, Bod» 
Tahbel of Hollywood, into the 
Rosslyn Hotel. It was stated yer- 
terday that young Tahbel had 
Visited the hotel at least half a 
ttozen times in company of the 


Persian. 

Young Tahbel on Thursday con- 
fessed the doctor’s actions to Deputy 
District Attorney Heinecke and a 
complaint was issued for his arrest 
charging a statutory crime.

DRINK TO BE DEFENSE 
OF YOUNG DENMAN.

Denman was in the state of mind 
known as psychosis at the time that 
Phillip Metz was killed by a trio of 
young bandits of which the defend- 
ant was an alleged member was 
indicated in an address before the 
jury by Attorney Earl Rogers yester- 
day morning. Because of Liberty 
Day the trial was continued at hoon 
until 10 o’clock Monday morning, 
after the prosecution had announced 
that ita side of the case rested.

While in the army, Rogers de- 
clared, Denman learned the use of 
marahuana, a powerful drug grown 
in Mexico and which mixed with 
smoking to is disastrous to the 
normal state of mind. Returned 


sald, taught Denman the use of this 
drug, which produced a state of in- 
sanity in the defendant and held him 
unaccountable for his deeds. ‘ 

This habitual drunken frenzy re- 
sulting from an inordinate use of 
drugs and liquors had _ produced 
what is commonly known in the 
army as the “booze rash,” the at- 
About the time of 
the Metz murder Dennian suffered 
from this rash and also manifested 
strong symptoms of delirium tre- 
mens.

Shivering, gasping, crying in sheer 
horror, as the prover tale of Ger-

Prefacing his address with the 
Statement that all the evidence 
against Germany had been secured 
by the highest authorities in France, 
Belgium and England, Dr. Hillis im- 
wnediately plunged into his subject 
and story followed story of partic- 
ular acts of brutality In every sec- 
tor held by the Germans. 

“For three years the German- 
Americans have protested that the 
stories of German atrocities were to 
be disbelieved as English inventions, 
Belgian lies and French hypocrisies, 
but that day has gene forever,” Dr. 
Hillis said. : 

“When the representatives of the 
nations assemble for the final set- 
tlement, there will be laid before 
the representatives. of Germany affi- 
davits, photographs with other legal 
proofs that make the German atro- 
cities far better established than the 
scalpings of the Sioux Indians, the 
murders in the Biack Hole of Cal- 
cutta or the crimes of the Spanish 
Inquisition. 

“For the first time in history, the 
German has reduced savagery to a 
science. Therefore this great war for 
peace must go on until the German 
cancer is cut clean out of the body. 
The cold catalogue of German atro- 
cities now documented and in the 
government archives of the different 
tions makes up the most sicken- 
ihe pages in history. ‘Make vyour- 
selves more frightful than the Huns 
under Atilla,” was the orders of the 
Kaiser, and his men followed his 
command.” 
Speaking in a low voice Dr. Hil- 
lis then proceeded to relate some

AMP KEARNY, April 26.—As a

Loan more than 20,000 of the Sun- 
shine Division, in regimental and 
unit formations, went on parade 
here today.

MORE BUSINESS THAN USUAL. 


BY TRUMAN A. DE. WEESE, 
USINESS as usual? 
No, say. 
“More, Business 
emblazoned on the outer walls along with the “StarSpangled Banner.” 
Some of the wise ones are telling us to quit buying things and thus 
“help win the war.” We mustn't buy anything we want or need. We must 
save our money for War Stamps and Liberty Bonds. “An old, shabby, 
worn-out overcoat is a badge of honor in these times,” says one eminent 
financier. “If You have planned to give any of your money to artisans, me- 
chanics or other wage-earners for goods made by them in factory or shop, 
don’t do it,” says another patriot. 
I don’t agree with any of them. | 
If we stop buying things and everybody suspends normal business ac- 
tivities, how is the government going to put over these War-Saving Stamps 
or float another Libery Loan? 7 
It doesn’t require a deep knowledge of finance to understand that, busi- 
ness will have to “finance” the war. If there is no business how can we 
“finance” the war? We cannot pay for it out of our savings; that idea is 
fallacious. We can only make money by spending money. If we stop pro- 
ducing things, and selling thipgs, and buying things, and merely depend 
upon our savings we will soon reach the bottom of the box, and the next 
Liberty Loan will find us without any money with which to buy bonds. 


I attended a luncheon the other day to which a number of manufac- 
turers and advertisers were invited. It was ostensibly given under the aus- 
pices of the United States Food Administration. Like most stunts. of that 


kind, I imagine the Food Administrator had nothing to do with it and did 
not know anything about it. An amusing and somewhat astounding fea- 
ture of the luncheon was an address by a man who was introduced as “the 
greatest financial writer in this country.” His title to that distinction 
came from the fact that he had written sketches of John D. Rockefeller 
and other celebrities of more or less renown. His speech was a regular 
business-buster—a diatribe of disaster calculated to make a man put up the 
shutters? take in his sign and tack on the door the notice, “Out of Business 
Until After the War.” He urged everyone to stop buying things, both luxu- 
‘Ties and necessities. If you need a pair of shoes, don’t buy them; hunt up 
an old pair and wear them. Never mind the shoemaker. He doesn’t need 
to live. Why bother about him? Let him make munitions. If you need a 
new suit of clothes, don’t buy it; wear an old one. Don’t worry your head 
about your clothier or tailor. t him make uniforms for the soldiers. And 
so on down the line frem shoes to furniture and kitchen utensils. 
His words of wisdom fell wpon the assemblage of business men like a 
wet blanket. Stupefaction’ followed amazement; and no one had the te- 
merity to challenge the statements of “the greatest financial writer in this 
country,” who, I dare say, never had been engaged in productive industry 
of any kind. Every business man who heard him inwardly disagreed with 
him, but he was hushed into that discreet silence that seems the better 
part of valor when self-constituted spokesmen for the government are 
handing out silver nuggets of postprandial wisdom. 
As a matter of fact the arguments of this “greatest financial writer in* 
the country” are fundamentally fallacious—almost criminal. The only way 
that business can finance this war is for people to go right on producing, 
selling and purchasing things as in normal times. If every one of a hun- 
dred million persons refrains from Buying shoes, that means one hundred 
million less shoes made by shoemakers. One hundred million less suits of 
clothes means that much less work and wages for weavers and tailors. 
Carry this idea into all lines of productive activity and it means that 


the whole country must finally go out of business and all merchandising 
must come to a standstill. 


Yon can’t give money unless you can earn money. Instead of putting 
the soft pedal on business, instead of quitting advertising and refraining 
from displaying goods in the show windows, every legitimate business en- 
terprise should be speeded up to the greatest capacity. We can’t all of us 
go into the manufacture of munitions. The shell business is important, but 
we also need shoes, and clothes, and candy, and rugs, and carpets, and 
chairs, and watches, and cutlery and china and books. The more of these 
goods we make and sell the more money*we will have with which to buy 
Liberty Bonds and War-Saving Stamps, and the more we will have to give 
to the Red Cross. . 

Let us cut out the things that destroy the body and degrade the mind. 
They cost money, health and strength. We have been crowding a lot of 
rubbish through our alimentary canals and calling it “food”—but we got 
no nutriment from it—only disease. We surely don’t need any “booze.” 
Using barley and other food grains to manufacture “slop” for foolish hu- 
man beings is wasteful and unpatriotic. Some of us can smoke fewer ci- 
gars—but it is well to remember that the man who makes cigars is a wage- 
earner and he sometimes buys Liberty Bonds. A little sanity and sense 
and less hectic hysteria is what we need. 

Don’t put up the shutters or pull down the sign. Business must go

ERNICIOUS LOBBYISTS. | 

While Los Angeles is contributing its 

full quota in men and money to the great 
struggle for democracy abroad, insidious in- 
fluences are continuously at work seeking 
to undermine the foundations of democracy 
at home. Our city possesses a municipal 
water and power system which is the equal 
of that of any other municipality in the 
nation. The taxpayers have been practical- 
ly unanimous in the support of this public 
enterprise; but they are prone at times to 
forget the ancient maxim of our republic, 
“Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.” 
At the very time that they feel most secure 
in their control of this valuable water sys- 
tem a little coterie is working secretly to 
deprive them by Federal legislation of that 
control. 

Los Angeles is empowered by a Federal 
act to build and maintain its aqueduct in 
the Sierra, Santa Barbara and San Gabriel 
forest reserves. (‘Bills have been introduced 
in both houses of Congress amending the 
Federal act granting those rights. Inquiry 
reveals that these bills were put in at the 
request of the Public Utilities Commission 
of Los Angeles, and that the commission is 
maintaining a paid lobbyist in Washineton 
to work for their passage. The original 
act granting this right had heretofore been 
regarded as eminently satisfactory, and in- 
terest was naturally awakened concerning 
the necessity of an amendment. Copies of 
the bills have been received here. They 
contain a joker which, if included in a Fed- 
eral act, would deprive the city of the right 
of operating its own property in such man- 
ner as the-electorate may desire. The 
—— of the objectional section is as fol- 

ws: 

That the city of Los Angeles is pro- 
hibited from ever selling or letting to 
any corporation or individual, except a 
municipality, the right for such corpo- 
ration or individual to sell or sublet the 
water or the power generated for light- 
ing, telephone, telegraph or other pur- 


ag sold or given to it or him by the 
city. 


That section is so worded as to make it 
appear harmless; but a moment's thought 
will reveal that its effect is to deprive the 
city of the control of its own property. The 
voters are viewed with distrust by the Pub- 
lic Utilities Board. They might do some- 
thing to injure their own property; they 
might give away their own water or light- 
ing system; they are ignorant and wicked 
and are not capable of caring for their own 
property, so they want to turn the full con- 
trol over to Congress. A Federal repre- 
sentative from the East Side of New York 
or from the Ozark Mountains is supposed to 


know a great deal more about what Los. 


Angeles should do with its property than 
the property owners themselves. That sec- 
tion savors more of Prussianism than mod- 
ern democracy. It is a fit regulation only 
for a village of Hottentots. Congress some- 
times places restrictions on grants in or- 
der that one section of the country shall 
not take undue advantage of another; but 
we doubt whether there is in the whole 
history of Federal legislation a paraliel in- 
stance of a municipality asking Congress 
for protection against itself. 
Such are the ridiculous limits to which 
a little coterie of petty politicians and pur- 


blind municipal ownership faddists are car- | 


rying us. They cry in one breath, “Let the 
people rule!” and in the next they ask Con- 
gress to pass legislation which will make 
local autonomy impossible. Why, pray, 
should not the city,of Los Angeles be per- 
mitted to sublet the distribution of elec- 
trical energy, provided a majority of the 
electors so desire? Who are these wise 
men that set themselves up to legislate for 
the people as a whole? By what decree 
are they made our perpetual overlords? 
When did the intelligence of the Los Ange- 
les electors fall so low that they are not 
to be trusted to manage their own property? 

When petty politicians go to the extreme 
of using the name and the funds of the city 
to lobby through Congress a Federal act 
mortgaging the future of the municipality 
to protect their own jobs, the time certain- 
ly has arrived for a public awakening. |

GHASTLY CRIME AT VERNON. 

4 Despite the fact that Los Angeles is 
officially a saloonless city, the greatest sa- 
loon crime in the history of the municipal- 
ity has just been committed in one of its 
residential suburbs. Banditry has moved 
in from the desert and mountain passes to 
establish itself in the heart of the most 
As laws mul- 
tiply, license grows bolder. Where once a 
single highway led from the side of the 
murdered victim to the gallows there are 
now a thousand tortuous paths, and these 
are looked upon by reckless criminals.as so 
many possible avenues of escape. Presi- 
dent Wilson made a plea in one of his schol- 
arly discourses for “justice with a heart in 
it.” But the brand of justice in which the 
heart predominates is not calculated to 
lessen crime. To stamp out banditry there 
is nothing so effective as justice with a 
backbone. 

Los Angeles has gone dry; but Vernon, 
one of her wayward children who has 
passed the age of dependency, is a veritable 
soak’s delight. Vernon is an incorporated 
city, but really a part of Los Angeles. Its 
laws are not our laws and its ways are not 
our ways, however; and it has become a 
shining pool in the heart of a desert of 
thirst. Los Angeles is dry; but no dryer 
than a part of its population that flocks 
nightly to the dance halls and the open bars 
of Vernon. This wayward suburb is put- 
ting on airs; for it now boasts of the big- 
gest saloon in the world. And it gives to 
Los Angeles, the world’s largest dry city, 
the most spectacular of saloon tragedies. 

Banditry was at one time limited to the 
Dick Turpins who avoided the centers of 
population and terrorized only remote sec- 
tions with scant population. But the mod- 
ern bandit uses the automobile for his 
steed and stages his hold-ups in the popu- 
lous districts. The saloon bandits stole a 
car in front of the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club, in the center of the city, motored 
into Vernon at the hour when the night 
life was highest and proceeded to shoot up 
one of the most populous bars in accord- 
ance with the best traditions of Wild West 
outlawry. The Chief of Police of Vernor 
was among those present, it happened. He 
in turn sustained the reputation of the 
border sheriff by drawing his revolver and 
dropping two of the bandits. One fell in 
the street and the third, although wounded 


himself, picked up his comrade, staggered | 


to the Saachine, dropped him inside and 
drove away in the midst of a fusillade of 
bullets. There had been a wild ducking for 
cover; but one onlooker stood at the corner 
of the bar nonchalantly surveying the 
scene. It was not until he saw a tiny 
stream of blood trickling down the neck of 
the dead barkeeper and disappearing in the 
sawdust that he started and gasped, as 
beads of perspiration encircled his fore- 
head: “My God! Was it real! I thought 
it was a moving-picture outfit.” es 

And what an opportunity the movies 
missed! Douglas Fairbanks never starred 
in a more hair-raising film; yet it was all 
enacted right in the heart of Los Angeles— 
the biggest saloonless city with the biggest 
saloon in the world. No element of the 
dramatic art was lacking. Even the girl 


| was there; for bystanders reported that 


there was a woman in the back seat of the 
bandit’s car. As one reflects on the reck- 
less part played by the three youths in the 
stolen auto, one must conclude that there 
is some ingredient missing in the “civiliz- 
ing” influences of modern society. There 
were never sO many penal laws on the stat- 
ute books, yet crime was never balder. 
Closing the saloons fas not shut off the 
appetite for strong drink; in fact, it seems 
to have given to it the zest of the quest for 
forbidden fruit. There is grave danger that 
multiplicity of laws to regulate men’s per- 
sonal conduct is leading to a contempt for 
all law. It lends color to the sarcasm of 
a visiting Japanese: “In California crime is 
regulated by the clock.” One recalls the 
comment ‘of Anatole France on the role 
played by Robespierre in “The Terror:” 
“He sought to make men kind, honest and 
virtuous by legislation, and proved that it 
can only be done by killing them all.” 

It is not in Los Angeles alone that there 
is a disrespect for the law, a disregard for 
the sanctity of human life and a disinclina- 
tion to inflict on criminals the full penalty 
for their crimes. In The Times Friday 
morning appeared a copy of the letter writ- 
ten to Gov. Stephens by President Wilson, 
asking for a commutation of the sentence 
of death passed upon Tom Mooney for com- 
plicity in the San Francisco preparednesa 
parade outrage that slew ten persons and 
maimed forty others. Mooney’s guilt has 
been proved beyond a reasonable doubt. 
Additional evidence’ has been discovered 
since his conviction which shows that he 
planned deliberately bombing a prepared- 
ness parade and that he debated for a 


time whether the bomb should be thrown © 


in San Francisco or Los Angeles. He was 
warned by a pal to remember the McNa- 
maras and stick to San Francisco. 


‘Yet the President has been moved to ask 
for Mooney’s pardon. Apparently he has 
listened to the tissue of falsehoods woven 
by the labor unions into the plea for 
Mooney’s life, not because he is innocent, 
but because he was a walking delegate. 
When the argument is raised that the wan- 
ton murder of Innocent women and chil- 
dren is not to be avenged by reason of the 
business or social connections of the mur 
derer—it is little wonder that reckless 
youths consider it nothing more than a lark 
to enact in real life the dramas of border 
fiction. There has been a shattering of 
American ideals of morality and justice 
which threatens to become a menace to the 
law-abiding and a very present aid to the 
evildoer. To stamp out banditry and mur- 
der in California there should be less leg- 
islation and more execution. Education 
has ever been a greater humanizing force 
than sumptuary legislation. The Times fa- 
vored and favors the law closing Los An- 
geles to the grog shop and the open bar. 
But it must always be remembered that lez- 
islation never made men decent and women 
virtuous—and it never will. The world 
cannot be reformed by statute. Bad habits 
cannot be eradicated by putting an ordi- 
nance through the City Council. And it is 
a poor way to stop murder to let a mur 
derer go free after you've got him.

TO INVESTIGATE 
PRICE OF MILK. 


Food ‘Administrator to Look 
into Question of Cost. 


Dealers Say no Reduction’s 
| Possible at Present. 
Meats will Advance Here, is 
Packers’ Statement. 


Several dairymen of this city are 
in receipt of letters from Louis M. 
Cole, City Food Administrator, stat- 
ing that the Fair Price Committee 


plating reducing the quotation on 
milk to 12 cents a quart and 7 cents 
a pint. The letters added, that if 
there is Any reason that would 


information should be sent to Mr. 
Cole’s office. 

When the notices were received, 
they caused considerable excitement 
among the dairymen. Yesterday 
afternoon a delegation waited on 
Mr. Cole and said that if such ac- 
tion were taken, it would mean 
that half the dealers in the Los 
Angeles district would be driven out 
of business. They stated that few 
of them are making any profit at 
the present price and that many of 
the dairymen are selling their busi- 
ness and ranchers killing their 
stock for the meat market. 

Mr. Cole had left the city, but, 
according to the manager of the 
largest dairy he recalled the letters 
and upon the request of the milk 
dealers will have a number of ex- 
pert accountants and investigators 
inspect the books and ascertain the 
exact cost of milk production. 

TO PAY INVESTIGATION. 


That the dealers are sincere in 
their belief that the present price 
is not exorbitant is indicated by 
the fact that they offered to pay 
the expenses of the investigators. 

“The information. which was 
given out a few weeks ago that Los 
Angeles could expect a reduction in 
the price of milk about May 1, will 
not be realized,” was the statement 
of the manager of one dairy. 

“When the rain fell for two 
weeks there was a possibility that 
the feed and hay crop would be 
given a good boost. This has not 
happened. I made a tour of the 
Arcadia district today to find out 
the true condition of the hay crop 
and to make contracts with farm- 
ers. I was unable to secure a single 


abundant supply of hay in previous 
years, there is not enough today to 
meet the current demands. 

“The reason of the present price 
of milk is that feeds have ssoared 
until they are nearly prohibétive in 
price. Most of them cannot be pur- 
chased at any price. A few months 
ago the Food Administration set a 
price on middiings, shorts and 
brans which was most moderate. 
When the purchasers went into the 
market to secure some of these at 
this price it was found that there 
was none in stock. The mills are 
mostly working on the grinding of 
wheat substitutes and the  by- 
products of -wheat have been prac- 
tically eliminated. 

“We will welcome an investiga- 
tion of the milk business. It is due 
to the public that they know thé 
exact figures and thev will have 


ize that the milk dealers are barely 
making a living.” 
. MAY CUT MILK SUPPLY. 


The same man said that there is 
a probability that the milk herdg 
in Southern California district may 
be cut to less than the necessary 
number to supply the milk de, 
mands. 

“Information was given out by 
the packing-houses that all meats In 
the next six months would ad- 
Vance at least a cent a pound every 
thirty days,” he said. “This high 
price of beef has made many own- 
ers of cows turn them into ready 
eash. Every cow in Southern Call- 
fornia that is not giving the maxi- 
mum amount of milk is being 
killed. What this will mean we 
cannot judge. But when the num- 
ber of cows in a district is cut so 
there is not the regular amount of 
milk supplied, then that district 
faces a serioug situation.” 


ARMY HELD NOT A 
PLACE FOR 


The practice of sending criminals 
into the army in preference to the 
penitentiary was severely criticised 
by Superior Judge Willis yesterday 
when Frank Newcomb, an ex-con- 
vict, was committed to San Quentin 
for from one year to life after hav- 
ing been found guilty by a jury of 
attempt to commit robbery. 

Newcomb pleaded for leniency, 
stating he would join the army im- 
mediately if given his lUberty. 

“This practice of shipping con- 
victed felons into the army to min- 
gle with respectable and patriotic 
men who are sacrificing their lives 
for an ideal should not be tolerated,” 
Judge Willis declared, emphatically. 
“The place for the felon is the peni- 
tentiary, to which he ig committed 
for punishment for the crime com- 
mitted. The American army should 
not be made a dumping ground for 
the flotsam and jetsam of our towns 
and cities. It is an army composed 
of the best blood of our country. It 
is no place for other than the best 
of our citizenry.” 

Newcomb, the evidence showed, 
had been out of the penitentiary 
only six months when he held up 
H, W. Martin of No. 147 West 
Twenty-fifth street on the night of 
December 20, shooting Martin in 
the arm when he attempted resist- 
ance.

of the proven cases he had investi- 

gated which made the blood of his 
listenere run cold, wumen gasp and 
some, cry aloud. 

“In the town of Louvain the Ger- 
mans found a man and his wife. 
They beheaded the husband, discem- 
bowled the woman, removed a babe 
which would have been born with- 
in three weeks and placed the head 
of the man in its place! All the 
bodies which figured in this case are 
now preserved in London. 

“The time has passed when mock 
modesty should hide the truth of 
the atrocities. The German philos- 
ophy has dehumanized Germany's 
officers and men. 

“In Gerbevillier, standing beside 
their graves, I studied the pheto- 
graphs of the bodiés of fifteen old 
men whom the Germans had shot 
because there were no young sol- 
diers to kill, heard the detailed story 
of a woman whose son was hanged 
to a tree and when the officers had 
left him she cut the rope and at- 
tempted to revive him. The offi- 
cers came back, held her hands be- 
hind her, poured ofl on her son's 
clothes, and as he ran-shrieking 
around the garden they mocked 
her and spit in: her face.” 

THOUSANDS OF CASER. | 

These records could be miuliti- 
plied by the thousand, the Speaker 
said. “Upon the retreat from. one 
city alone inquests were held on the 
bodies of over 600 victims, includ- 
ing very aged men and women and 
babes unborn, removed by the bay- 
onet from their mothers,” Dr. Hillis 
declared.

At the close of the lecture were 
shown a series of photographs of 
many instances of which Dr. Hillis 
had spoken. There were sixty in 
number, nauseatingly realistic, vivid 
records of Hun bestiality.

VERNON BAR BANDITS’

POLICE STILD SEARCH FOR 
‘TWO WOMEN IN MUR-

The arrest of Frank Kelly, want-

The real reason for Germany’s 
plunging the European nations into 
the present world war was ex-

that the present war was began in 
the east and will be ended in the 
east. He said little Serbia with its 
60,000 square miles was picked on 
by the two  Goliaths, Austria- 
Hungary and Germany, because of 
its geographical position, 

“Serbia was, and is, the gateway 
to the east,” he said. “Germany, to 
gain world dominion, needed the 
wealth and power which would ac- 
crue to her from possession of the 
dormant. but rich territories at her 
left hand. To get this she would 
have to cross Serbia. The Serbian 
nation with its democratically edu- 
cated King Peter was the stumbling 
block to Germany's world scheme. 

“King Peter had spent most of 
his life in exile. He had lived in 
France and had there absorbed 
Mens for the betterment of his peo- 
Ple so that when, in 1903, he came 
to the throne, he determined to lift 
the nation from the vassalage of 
Austria-Hungary, which, in turn, 
Was a vassal of Germany. His people 
were tn full accord with him. He 
raised a small army of _ soldiers 
which later proved to be a body of 
men which won the admiration of 
the world. They never surrendered 
and if it had been possible for the 
Allies to have sent this courageous 
little army aid in time, the gateway 
to the East would have been forever 
blocked and the war over iong 
since.” 

Mr. Hinkovie said that the men of 
‘his race, the Jugo Slavs, are great 
fighters. While not a warrior peo- 
ple by nature—they are typical agri- 
culturists—circumstances have made 
them fighting men. 

He said the slaying of Archduke 
Ferdinand was not the cause of the 
war, but Was merely an excuse for 
the war. Mr. Hinkovic was ac- 
cused of having participated in the 
killing of the Archduke. He denies 
he had anything whatever to do with 


the crime though he is now under; 
a death sentence by the Austrian} 


government. 

“The assassination was the pre- 
text for Austria. at Germany's bid- 
ding, to enter the Serbian gateway 
to the East. Russia protested. Ger- 
many expected it. Expected France 
to aid her ally Russia, and thus the 
foundation was laid for Belgium 
and immediately thereafter Great 
Britain to enter the war,” he said. 

Touching on German atrocities in 
Relgium Mr. Hinkovic said they 
were well-known now to many 
Americans, but the atrocities com- 
mitted by the Germans and German- 


Austrians in his country were worse 


than they had done in Belgium. 

#"The war is not to be won on the 
west front,” he continued. “The first 
scheme of Germany, the opening of 
the road to the east, is achieved. 
Berlin ig at present drawing her 
supplies from Serbia, the Balkans 
and further east, and until the gate- 
way is again closed, Prussianism 
will not be vanquished. 

“At the present time a large 
number of Jugo Slavs are in Aus- 
tria-Hungary. Thousands of them 
in the army are waiting for . the 
word which will start a revolution 
in Austria. When this begins, 
quick disruption of the dual king- 
dom is expected. Following the 
collapse of Austria, Germany is
